1 • Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Tho  Sewage  Disposal  plant  at  New  Hunstanton  has  operated 

satisfactorily  during  the  year# 

Plans  for  tin  re -sewering  of  Hunstanton  North  and  in 
respect  of  plant  for  the  ejection  of  sewage  into  the  Nov/  Hunstanton 
sowers,  in  order  to  eliminate  the  existing  unsatisfactory  disposal 
works,  have  been  prepared  by  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers, 

Sir  Cyril  Kirkpatrick  and  Partners,  and  should  be  ready  for  the 
Enquiry  stage  during  1949,

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  and  salvage  has 
been  maintained  during  the  year. 

Disposal  is  by  Controlled  Tipping,  which  is  carried 
out  on  the  South  Beach  during  the  Winter  months  and  at  the 
Heacham  Quarry  during  the  Summer  months. 

Trouble  was  experienced,  during  the  summer  months  at 
the  Heacham  Quarry  Tip  due  to  flees  started-  „by  internal  combustion. 
Every  effort  was  made  to  minimise  tho  nuisance  and  to  kedp  tho 
fires  under  control  by  trenching  and  the  application  of  sand. 

Several  notices  wore  served  on  householders  during 
the  year  requiring  the  provision  of  additional, or  replacement 

of  defective  bins, 

3,  Water  Supply, 

During  the  year  a diesel  stand-by  engine  was  installed 
at  the  Waterworks  and  was  operated  at  tirms  of  electric  supply 
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breakdown  and  during  *poak  periods* # Apart  from  minor  breakdowns 
duo  to  faults  on  the  telemeter  equipment  the  supply  was 
satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year* 

The  total  gallonage  of  water  pumped  during  1948  was 
94,419,000  as  against  112,873,000  in  1947# 

During  the  year  6 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  The  analysis  showed  that  the 
water  was  adequately  chlorinated  and  was  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes • 


A 11  houses  in  the  district  have  direct  mains  supply  of 
water  with  the  exception  of  29  houses  in  Hunstanton  North  which 
have  mams  supply  from  communal  taps#

The  total  number  of  families,  housed  in  Requisitioned  Propertio 
at  the  end  of  the  y~ar  was  47# 

The  Council  have  one  estate  of  5 bungalows  for  Aged  Persons  in 
Park  Road.  Those  were  opened  during  the  year  under  review. 

Land  off  Hill  Street  for  an  estate  of  approximately  50  houses 
has  been  acquired  and  at  commencement  on  an  initial  scheme  of  14 
houses  should  be  made  early  in  1949. 

During  the  year  5 private  houses  were  completed  and  occupied 
and  2 wore  commenced# 

A number  of  conversions  of  private  dwellings  into  flats 
were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Many  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936 
and  where  necessary,  informal  notices  were  served.
